President’s Column 


Fairness 

“Mama, it’s not fair” is 
a common refrain 
heard around my house. 
What is fair often de- 
pends on where you sit. 
Equity and fairness 
have long been cherish- 
ed values of Congrega- 
tion Sha’ar Zahav. But 

what do these values mean?

Last June, at our congregational meet- 
ing, we passed a new dues structure that 
was implemented in July 2001. This new 
structure reduced the dues percentage 
for lower income families and also con- 
tained a dues cap so that no member is 
required to pay dues of more than $3,600 
per year. This was an attempt to make 
our dues structure more fair, by making 
synagogue membership more affordable 
for those least able to pay, but also by 
setting an upper limit as to what could 
be required for membership. Some peo- 
ple viewed the dues cap as unfair, be- 
cause it requires a lower percentage of 
income from those members with the 
greatest ability to pay. Rather than the 
flat fee membership dues that some con- 
gregations utilize, our congregation con- 
tinues to be committed to a system that 
ties membership dues to members’ in- 
come. But we have learned that equity 
and fairness can sometimes be complex 
issues, and reasonable people can disa- 
gree. 


At that same meeting, we also passed a 
new building assessment structure. Be- 
cause it costs substantially more money 
to operate our new synagogue building 
than it did to keep up the old Danvers 
Street building, the building assessment 
needed to rise. Rather than raising the 
flat fee structure of our previous build- 
ing assessment, the congregation passed 
a sliding scale building assessment. Is- 
sues of fairness and equity were central 
to this congregational decision as well. 


You will shortly be receiving in the mail 
your third quarter dues statement, which 
will include your 2002 building assess- 
ment. For the first time, this building as- 
sessment will be 10% of your dues pledge. 
For some this will be a significant in- 
crease, so I wanted to remind you of

Capital Campaign to Resume this Spring —

This spring, the Fundraising Committee will resume the important un- 
dertaking of raising the capital needed to support our wonderful Mish- 
kan Dolores home. We have set a goal to raise at least $400,000 in 
pledges during the coming year. 


The first phase of this campaign was conducted from 1996 to 1998. 
During that time, more than 400 member households, along with rela- 
tives of members and friends of Sha’ar Zahav, pledged more than $1.7 
million for the purchase and renovation of our new home. CSZ mem- 
bers looked at an empty building and a set of blueprints and they 
opened their hearts and their wallets in remarkable fashion. 


This was by far the largest fundraising effort our congregation has ever 
undertaken. The members who funded the initial campaign knew that 
the money they raised would not be sufficient by itself to pay back the 
necessary debt that was incurred, or to fund all the future improve- 
ments to the building that would be needed. But they moved forward, 
acting with a sense of faith, perhaps a leap of faith. Faith that if the vi- 
sion of Mishkan Dolores were realized, there would be future members 
who, sharing the dream, would come forward to share the burden. We 
could say, I think, that they acted in the spirit of Pirkei Avot, which 
teaches us: “It is not upon you to finish the task, nor are you free not to 
begin.” The task was begun, with great commitment and dedication, 
and now it is up to us to continue. There are loans to be repaid, there is 
more work to be done. 


Beginning this spring, under the leadership of our member Deborah 
Udin, the Mishkan Dolores campaign will resume. We will be asking 
all of our members who have not yet pledged, whether you have been a 
member for just a year or for ten years, to make a pledge now. When

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Purim - What It Takes to Succeed in Politics 6) Nina Wouk for the Ritual Committee 


At this point in world history, we 
may be tired of hearing about selfish, 
deceptive, politically ambitious men. 
Yet Purim presents us with another 
example: Mordechai. He is not only 
Queen Esther’s cousin, guardian, 
mentor and possibly betrothed; he is 
a complex political being, with an in- 
structive story. 


Politics institutionalize conflict. Har- 
vard Professor Marjorie Garber de- 
fines politics as “the art of creating 
oppositions, in order to make a space 
and constituency for change or for 
conservation.” Mordechai knows 
how to create a constituency and an 
opposition, thus advancing himself. 


According to Torah scholar Nitzhia 
Shaked, Mordechai begins selfishly. 
As a powerless outsider, Mordechai 
needs a connection with someone at 
court, to permit his daily presence at 
the king’s gate.” Accordingly, he sub- 
jects Esther, the young woman he 
should protect, to the risk of life im- 
prisonment as a royal concubine.

While Esther undergoes a year of 
doubtful prospects, shut up in the pal- 
ace and isolated from any outside 
Jewish community, Mordechai waits 
for an opportunity to make his mark 
at court. Finally he hears two courti- 
ers plotting against the king and de- 
nounces them. His later behavior 
makes it clear how confidently he 
now expects his career to take off. In- 
stead, in the very first line of the very 
next chapter, Haman becomes power- 
ful. 


Mordechai’s reaction shows bitter- 
ness at his dashed expectations, as 
well as a talent for manipulating 
events to call attention to himself. 
When the new prime minister passes 
by, and everyone else does him the 
common courtesy of bowing, Morde- 
chai remains visibly and obtrusively 
standing. 


This is street theater, not Jewish law. 
Jewish law states that one shows ordi- 
nary respect to any public official or 
king who doesn’t claim also to be a 
god. Mordechai, however, when chal- 


lenged, makes the curious assertion 
that he, because he is a Jew, can’t bow 
to Haman. Perhaps this is shorthand 
for a series of connections: Morde- 
chai saved the king’s life, but wasn’t 
promoted, which he blames on anti- 
Semitism; he isn’t about to acknowl- 
edge Haman, who benefited unfairly 
at his expense. By invoking his people, 
Mordechai makes his issue theirs, 
and himself their only spokesman. 


Mordechai succeeds in bringing an in- 
visible minority to public attention. 
However, attention doesn’t always 
translate into power. Mordechai’s in- 
experience causes him to misjudge 
badly his context and his adversary. 
Nitzhia Shaked points out that Ha- 
man may never previously have taken 
any note of Jews. Now, taking Morde- 
chai at his word, Haman decides 
that the Jews are potential trouble for 
the crown, thus easy pickings for him. 
In response to Mordechai, he be- 
comes the Jews’ worst enemy. 


Mordechai’s life is a disaster. Not on- 
ly has he failed to advance himself, 
he has brought mortal danger on 
countless people. He is morally at 
fault, at risk of his life as a Jew, and, 
should word spread in the Jewish 
community, at risk from his own peo- 
ple as well. A reasonable politician 
might now sneak out of the capitol 
and hide himself in a rural region of 
one of the king’s 127 provinces. 


Mordechai, however, for the first 
time, shows signs of taking responsi- 
bility. He attempts to repair the disas- 
ter he has caused, using his gift for po- 


litical theater. He wails beneath Esth- 
er’s window in sackcloth and ashes, 
displaying his people’s grief and fear; 
however, the same ritual also symbol- 
izes penitence. 


It is only after Mordechai’s teshuvah, 
only after his realization that his peo- 
ple’s safety is worth more than his po- 
litical career, that his career begins to 
prosper. During Esther’s three-day 
fast in preparation for approaching 
the king, Mordechai is her messenger 
to the community. By establishing 
himself as a real leader, he becomes 
more than a climber. The clueless 
king finally thinks of rewarding his 
long-ignored service. With Haman’s 
fall, he becomes the new prime minis- 
ter and spends the rest of his life 
working for the public good. 


Mordechai and Esther both show a 
talent for manipulating the king, their 
enemy, and public opinion, so that 
their people survive and prosper. 
They illustrate the hard truth that the 
most effective, political leaders are sel- 
dom the most virtuous people. 


Yet political leaders must be some- 
what virtuous to be of any use to 
those they lead. This is the megillah’s 
message: Powerless groups need polit- 
ical skill to survive, but to be effective 
the political skill must be closely 
bound to a sense of communal re- 
sponsibility. 


We may or may not find that sense of 
responsibility in any given would-be 
leader. Learning to seek and recog- 
nize it is vital not only to social 
change but to survival itself.
